Tho Toronto Globe remarks on tbo re- 
cent decision of tho County Judgo of 
Carletou, dismissing tho appeal of tho 
Chiof Justice of tho Supreme Court 
against the local assessment of his judioi- 
t, incomo, that it appears to bo in ac- 
cordance with tho law as interpreted by 
tho Ontario Courts as well as with tho 
justice and common sense. Tho Court of 
Queon's Bench has recently held that an 
officer of tho Houso of Commons is liable 
to assessment, and tho ploa put in on bo- 
half of tho Chief Justice that his appoint- 
ment differs from that of Mr. Leprohon, 
inasnmohas ho (tho Chief Justice) is ap- 
pointed by tho Governor-General, and 
not by ft branch of tho Legislature, would 
8 eem"to toll against rather than for tho 
case of the appellant. 

Tho only two points urged really wor. 
thy of much consideration were, first, that 
tho Act of Parliament iixiug the judges' 
salaries made them payable "free from all 
deductions;" and, secondly, that tho pro- 
perty assessed was not shown to bo in tho 
Provinco of Ontario. It is, however, all 
but self evident that tho payment of the 
judge's Biliary without deductions in this 
case could apply ouly to exemption from 
deductions within Federal jurisdiction. 
If, us has already boon decided, the Pro- 
vincial Legislature has power to tax Do- 
minion salaries, then any restraining clauso 
in a Dominion Act must bo ultra vires, 
and of no effect whatsoever. So, too, as 
regards the second objection abovo stated 
it is clear from tho Supremo Court Act 
that tho judges of that Court are in law 
bound to reside "in tho city of Ottawa, or 
within five miles thereof;" the onus there- 
fore fulling, it would appear, on tho ap- 
pellant to show that although within tho 
five mile radius ho was outside the muni 
oipal limits. But, as the chief offices of 
tbo Court are at Ottawa, and tho Court 
itself is held there, tho salary assessed 
must necessarily be there earned, and be 
there consequently, if anywhere, assess- 
able. Tlie question of taxing tbo salaries 
of Dominion functional iea is one that is 
fairly open to argument and has been of- 
ten debated, but that if any are taxed the 
judges should pay their sharo is quite in- 
disputable. 

The fact is that they, as well as other 
officers of the Canadian Government, pay 
taxes not as judges but as citizens, if 
Chief Ju>tico Richards wero a toiling law 
cleik in Toronto he would pay income 
tax. Because he tias climbed t) the top 
of bis profession, and, in order to earn 
§8,000 a year, chooses to live at Ottawa, is 
no" reason for his exemption from payment 
fot local advantages represented by the 
amount of his assessment. A judge must 
bo assumed to need just as much police 
protection; just as good sidewalks or 
atreet-; just ub efficient fire brigade; just 
as good schools for bis children — if bo 
chooses to avail of them — as anyone ebo 
earning tho same annual income. He re- 
ceives that income, in fact, on tbo implied 
understanding that he has to pay all that 
other citizens of bis social rank and posi- 
tion have to pay for rent, living, and, of 
course, municipal benefits in various 
forms. And with that understanding the 
salary is not only paid but accepted. At 
all events, there is no principle tbat distin- 
guishes the salary of a judge from that of 
a departmental clerk, or, in fact, any otlior 
person making Ottawa bis piaco of busi- 
ness and paying bis local taxes. 

THE TOWN HALL. 

As the proposition to proceed with the 
construction of a wing of the Town Hall 
will come beforo tho City Council to- 
night, we must, in the interest of tho 
Ratepayers at largo, urge on tbat body 
tho exercise of tho utmost caution in deal- 
ing with the matt<-r. A few years ago, 
'.vhen tbo City owod nothing, a By-law to 
authorize the construction of a Town Hall 
was defeated by a direct vote of tho Rate- 
payers; and until that vote shall have been 
reversed, we are strongly of opinion that 
the Council would not bo justified in vot- 
ing to plunge tbo City into fresh indebt- 
edness on that account. There are several 
things that ought to be provided before a 
Town Hall is even thought of. Tbo ox- 
tension of the water and gas mains to tbo 
remotest corners of the City limits, and a 
good system of drainage are amongst the 
most urgent Municipal desiderata. When 
these shall have been obtained it will bo 
timo enough to talk of building a luxur- 
ious City Hull with a French roof, a cupo- 
la and a mortgage on top of it. We ob- 
i o vu that tbo question of establishing a 
pu »lio market bus been rather adroitly 
mixed up with the Town Hall project. A 
market may be established aw an experi- 
ment in any part of tbo City at tiiiling ex- 
pense; but we fail to seo the good policy 
of mixing together two matters which, 
from their very uaturo, are entirely dis- 
tinct. No troe friend of a public market 
would propose hanging a millstone like 
tho Town Hull about its neck and insist- 
ing tbat both shall sink or swim together. 
■' Every tub should stand on its own bot- 
tom."

During tho reign of Napoleon III., M. 
Thiers was regarded as a Monarchist; but 
upon tho downfall of Napoleon III. ho 
espoused tbo liberal or republican causo 
and was elected President of tiio Repub- 
lic. Ho arranged terms of peace with 
Germany in 1871, and in tho samo year 
put down tho Communist revolt in Paris 
at the point of tbo bayonet. Upon tho 
defeat of his Ministry in 1871 M. Thiers 
resigned, but continued a member of tho 
Assembly, and Gen. MeMahou was elect- 
ed President in bis stead. To tho recent 
Ministerial coup d'etat Thiers was bitterly 
opposed and ho was chosen leader of the 
Republican party a few weeks since. 
Death has cut him short on tbo very eve 
of tbo elections which aro to doeido the 
form of Government of Franco for years 
to come.

In tho second race, for tho "Town 
Plate," only two started, both getting 
away in fino stylo at tho first fall of tho 
flag, "Cooomssio" taking tho load nnd 
holding it thr jJtrhout. For tho second 
heat there was a falsa start, tho riders not 
understanding, howu^er, went round tha 
oourso, and oil p.rriving at tho judges' box 
("Coamassie" ahead) were to their surprise- 
informed t'jat they had k> run i -ain. In 
the second start both got away . oil toge- 
ther, "Ooomassie," however, gently drow 
ahead and came iu winner of tho second 
heat. Tho trotting-match, ono mile boats, 
was nn excellent race, causing a great deal 
of excitement. Mr. Bowker's Btallion 
"John Duncan" proved too much for Mr. 
Hoy.vood's " Littlo Bonanza," winning 
both heats. British Uoluuibii Stakes — 
Mr Sheriff Harris' "Ooomassie" turned 
laruu and tho owner was obliged to with- 
draw him. Three horses started and after 
several falso starts finally got away well 
together; but Mr. Deasy's maro scorning 
tD objoct to racing quietly left tho trad.: 
and started oiTfor the top of tho hill. F. 
Saundors' "Billy Nutts" won tho race by 
two olear leugths. Tho start for tho Seur- 
ry Stakes was thu host during tho races, 
the three horses gettiug away well toge- 
ther. Mr. Toomoy's "George" teok the 
lead as far as tho Park Hotel corner when 
Mr. Tennant's "Oregon Dick" orept up 
and passed him, continuing to hold the 
lead up to tho winning post. A short 
distauoe past tho Park Hotel corner Mr. 
J. Howard's " Nolly Howard " passod 
"George" and came in ahout two lengths 
behind "Oregon Dick." 

Thoro were six entries for tho "Conso- 
lation Stakes," which proved tho most 
disastrous of all, for on tbo horses com- 
ing in close by the winning-post ono of 
them knocked Mr. Bowker (who was in- 
side tho rails) down, and it was at first 
thought seriously injured him; but Bow- 
ker, who was at first partially stunned, 
was able to walk with a littlo assistance. 
The second accident befel Miss Henley at 
the Park Hotel corner, where her hor o,a 
very tino colt, ran in among tbo troes.

The Firo Inquest. 

Tho enquiry into tho ciroumstanoea at- 
tending tho firo at tho Occidental Build- 
ing was resumed at 10 a.m. yesterday, bo- 
foro H. C. Courtney, JEsq. 

Robt. Partridge's examination was con- 
tinued — There wero dnplicato keys of tho 
safe; did not know whether tuoro was any 
mouoy in tho safo at tho timo he left oo 
Sunday morning; tho last time ho was at 
tho safo was 3 or 4 days prior to tho firo; 
thoro was no money in tho safe when bo 
opened tho safo after tho lire; did not ob- 
serve anything removed from tho ruins; 
tho stock of liquors is kept below tho 
stairs; he had many a timo gono to tho 
safe and found it completely cleared out. 
Could not speak of the receipts of each 
day as ho had never kept oouut of every 
10 conts received; as a rulo tho witness 
was in tho habit of olosing tho saloon ;no- 
vor saw u small keg about the placo with 
handles and hoops similar to thoso pro- 
duced as taken from the room after tbo 
firo; thoro wero five persons in tho saloon 
when tho witness left at4:30on that morn- 
ing; the last timo Felix Martin looked up 
tho room was about 3 vvoeks sinco. 

Mr. H. L. Jones, being sworn, said he 
was a chemist; two officers had brought 
tbo bucket of fluid to him ami had asked 
him what it was; he examined it and found 
a strong smell of coal oil; skimmed a little 
off tho surface ami searched in it for coal 
oil, aud found just sufficient to stain pa- 
per; stained a second pieoe of paper with 
what ho know to ho coal oil nnd found 
that the two stains are exactly aliko and 
gave off the same odor on burning; bad 
tried to imitate tho black looking mixture 
iu tho bucket by mixing wood cinders, 
water, and coal oil; tho result was similar 
to that liquid in tho bucket, and is iu the 
bottle produced, marked "A." Tho fluid 
spoken of also smelt of liquor; the two 
papers produced represent the stains; had 
also tested tho papers with which tho 
bucket was covered and found it very in- 
flammable and gave out tho smell of burn- 
ing coal oil; being familiar r/ith coal oil 
he had no hesitation iu saying (hero is 
coal oil in tho bucket producod; if tho 
whole quantity of liquid iu tho bucket 
was distilled ho felt coulidout he could 
show quite a quautity of coal oil; ho took 
the liquor iu tho pint measuio to be the 
same as that iu tho bucket, and therefore 
made no separate examination of it; tho 
bottle produced marked "D" contains a 
portion of tho liquid, less tho cinders, 
taken from tho bucket; tho cinders con- 
tain tho evidonco of coal oil; produced a 
packet of cinders marked "(J." Most of 
tho coal oil in the bucket is absorbed in 
tho cloth and papers covering tho bucket; 
tho smell of coal oil is very persistent, 
and in tho case- of it burnt building unless 
all the coal .;,.} wen burnt away the smell 
would rem .n; iu tha -use in question tho 
water has proi, ?ted t!>3 coal oil and pre- 
vented its being burn . 

Spencer, bv'vjg Rworn, said ho 

heard tho firo bolls ug a little after 5 ou 
Sunday morning; came down View street 
to Douglas, uloug Douglas to Fort; he 
saw tho smoke coming out of ono of tho 
windows in tho Occidental Building; there 
was a ttrong smell of coal oil; thou went 
to work with the firemen; could Lot say 
where tho co„l oil was burning. 

George Reynolds testified that he was 
in Martin's saloon, on the Saturday night; 
he was almost suro ho left thero before 4 
a.m. ou Sunday morning; ho loft in com 
pany with R. Partridge; hoard Martin 
speak to Partridge, but did not take any 
notice of what ho said; ho had boon in the 
building since the fire; be (tho witness) 
was sitting in tho room fronting on Fort 
street, and when ho left Martin and John 
Tod, jr., wero sitting there; thoy had gas 
light in tho room; saw no coal oil lamps 
about the promises; wLen ho left ho pass- 
ed through tho room in which tho fire or- 
iginated; ihero was no firo or gas burning 
there then; saw Martin playing poker that 
morning, but could not nay whether ho 
won or lost; Martin had spokou to Par- 
tridge several times during the timo the 
witness was thoro, and could notsay what, 
time ho spoke to him last; could not say 
what ho said; remembered Mai tin telling 
Partridge to shut the door and ou his not 
doing so Martin jumped up in an excited 
manner and slammed tho door to; this 
mif;bt have be *n a quarter jf an hour be- 
fore tho witness and Partridge left; did 
not notice what Martin said to Partridge 
as it was a matter between employer and 
employee; he may have told Partridge to 
go and ho (Martin) would shut the place 
up; had known Martin about 13 mouths; 
ho was always an excitable kind of man, 
but be (witness) did not notice anything 
particularly tho matter with him that 
morning. 

Thos. Nuttall testified thnt lie is 
agent for the Phoenix Insurance Co. ;Fe!ix 
Martin had insured in that company for 
$2800— $1400 on the billiard tables, SHOO 
on ttio furnitureand fixings and $300 on 
his stock of liquor and cigars; he first in- 
sured ou tho lSth August, 1875; tho pre- 
sont policy commenced on the 18th Aug- 
ust last; ho (witness) uid not consider 
that tho things wore over insured. Tho 
present policy was not transferred to any- 
one; tho former policy was; the payment 
of the premium lor the new policy had 
not been made yet; had theio been no en- 
quiry and no suspicion, and Martin had 
presented the policy ho (witness) would 
have paid tho insurance, Felix Martin 
was tho only one the insurance could bo 
paid to, and ho could not transfer it over 
to anyone without first asking tbo consent 
of the agent. Had this enquiry not h on 
been instituted he (witness) would have 
been obliged to ask for an enquiry, 

Thomas Wilson, being duly sworn, said 
ho was in Felix Martin's saloon last Sun- 
day morning; left there about 4:30 or 5 a. 
m. ; had been in the building since tho firo 
took placo. and had seou the small room 
in which the firo is supposed to have orig- 
inated. In going out passed through that 
room; there was no tiro or light there, and 
there was no smell of any discretion 
thoro. When the witness loft there w ere 
two persons remaining in tho room; the 
two wore Felix Martin aud John Tod, jr. 
Ho (witness) was in bed when tho fire- 
bells rang ; this might have been from 
hulf-au-hoiir to three-quarters of an hour 
after thoy left Martin's. When tho wit- 
ness left John Tod was sitting at tho table; 
could not nay whether Martin was stand- 
ing up or sitting down, Martin did not 
appear to bo OXcitod. Ho believed tho 
gas fixings on tho promises wore all m 
order. 

Tbo Court adjourned at 12:80 for ouo 
hour. 



like coal ;nr; wont to Fort street and saw 
the smoke; was coming from a chimney 
in tho roof, or a small ventilator, and 
also from a window on Fort street; wont 
to tho door on Fort street and tried to get 
in, but it was locked, so ho returned to tho 
Government street ontrauco and up stairs 
to tho glass door which loads to tho 
billiard saloon, but that was locked; look- 
ed in through the glass and saw tho room 
was getting very full of smoke; callod out, 
as ho had beard voices thoro about half 
au hour before, but thero was no answer; 
thon went to Thompson's place; knowing 
whoro ho slopt ho knocked at tho door of 
tho room and called him but had sorno 
difficulty in waking him; had to kick tho 
door three times; at last got him to answer 
aud told him tho placo was on firo; at this 
timo could hear tho crackling and burn- 
ing; after that went aud gave tho alarm to 
tho flro department. 

Superintendent Bowdou testified that 
ho was present at tho firo last Sunday 
morning; remained outsido with other 
officers looking after property, and im- 
mediately after tho firo department had 
oeased playing on tho building with water 
ho wont up and got behind the bar, where 
thero was a very strong smell of coal oil, 
and on the top of tho bar picked up a 
piece of wood which smelt very strongly 
of coal oil; also a piece of rug, whioh was 
saturated with coal oil; ho then examined 
tho lockers down to tiio floor and could 
see a lot of spots which had been burnt 
with coal oil; Sergeant Bloomliold catno 
in and witness drow his attention to it; be 
thou commenced to dip up some of tho 
water into a bucket, nuu also too oil in 
a pint measure; after that wont into tho 
room in which tho firo was supposed to 
have originated, and Constable Lindsay 
commenced clearing away iu the corner, 
whore a hole was burnt in tho floor and 
found some burnt paper, and tho wire- 
handle and the hoops producod, which ho 
(witness) believed belonged to a" keg 
which would contain about ono gallon; 
these things wero taken to tho Police 
Court and locked in a room; from en- 
quiries made ho bad overy reason to be- 
lieve that tho firo was tbo work of an in- 
cendiary, 

Officer Lindsay testified that ho was on 
duty at tho corner of Government and 
Yates street on Sunday morning last when 
ho heard the firo bell; a short whilo be- 
fore this ho saw smoke iu tho direction of 
Martin's, but thought it was at the Globe 
Hotel ; rushed down as far as tho comer 
of Fort and Government streets, where he 
saw the smoke was terribly bad; ran up 
tho stairway loading to Thompson's office 
aud called to him twice; he ru.-hod out 
and witness told him that Martin's placo 
was ou lire and to hurry up; Thompson 
was dressed then; they both rushed to tho 
door of tho room where the fire originated 
and forced it open; lookeil iu and taw tho 
smoke and lire in the southeast corner; 
tho smoke came out so strong that the 
witness had to stoop and run down stairs; 
Thompson was down bL-roro him; tho 
smoke was very thick; witness rushed up 
again and tiied to enter tho room but 
could not; he thou ran to the door loading 
to the hall at tho top of the stairs aud 
forced it opau; both doors mentioned 
wero glass; at this second door the smoke 
was bo strong that it nearly suffocated 
him; lie tried to close it again but could 
not; ho then ran to tho stairs and told 
somo ono to shut the front door; during 
tho timo witness was standing at the hood 
of the stairs Felix Martin came up stairs 
and asked about tho lire, and said ho could 
not make it out, as ho left only a few 
minutes before; had not soen Martin bo 
fore this; he afterwards heard Martin say 
in front of Grossman's eating houso that 
it was a great loss to him; his insurance 
had run out and ho had not got it renew- 
ed; the witness was up stairs afterwards 
when the Superintendent and others wero 
taking up tho liquid producod; witness 
picked up the two small hoops and wiro 
handle; saw John Tod, Jr., that morning; 
tho matting in the room in which tho firo 
originated was burnt in a oircular shape 
in the corner. 

His Honor hero asked the jury whether 
they required any more evidence. 

The jury wished to know why Tohu 
Tod, Jr., was not called, Mr. Bull think- 
ing that it was absolutely 'necessary to 
have that person's evidence, for without 
that they would not have fully enquired 
into the case. 

Mr. Trounco thought that if there was a 
reason for his not being called tho jury- 
should know it. 

Superintendent Bowden said thero 
were good rt-asons for not calling Tod. 

Mr. Morton enquired what their duties 
were. 

His Honor said it wns simply to decide 
whether tho firo took place by accident, 
negligenco or incendiarism. They had 
not to deal with A, B or at all, but to 
find whether tho tiro was incendiary or 
not. 

The jury without rotirii r handed iu 
the following verdict: —That tho jury im- 
panuelled to enquire into tho causo of the 
fire which occurred on Sunday morning, 
the 2nd day of September, 1877, on tho 
promises occupied by Felix Martin, re- 
turn their verdict that tho said flro Was an 
act of incor.diarism.

EUROPE. 

London, Sept. 3. — Tho "Times' " 
Belgrade special, dated Soptomber 
2nd, says that Servia rofuses to give 
assistance to Bosnian insurgents and 
Russia cannot nor doon she wish to 
assist the Bosnian insurrection. There 
exists among the Bosnian Rayahs 
great animosity against Russia. 

Constantinople, Sept. 3.— The Turks 
acknowledge a loss of 7000 mon in 
Scbipka Pass, 2,000 wounded reached 
Adrianople yesterday. 

Adrianople, Sept. 3. — Intelligence 
received from Scbipka Pass states that 
Suleiman Pasha has gained a more 
advantageous position for his batteries 
ou tho heights surrounding Fort 
Nicholas. Russian reinforcements ar- 
rived last night. The road to Gabro- 
via is now commanded by Turkish 
batteries. 

London, Sept. 3. --It is statod that 
Grand Dnko Michael, commander-in- 
chief of the Russian army in Asia 
Minor, has assumed command of Gon. 
Melikoff's corps. 

Chicago, Sept. 3.— ; The "Times'" 
New York special gives two accounts 
of tho battle on tho Lorn. One is sent 
from tbo Russian and the other from 
Turkish camp by "Herald" correspon- 
dents, with tho respective armies. 
Camp of the Turkish army opposite 
Popkoi, August 30: — Your correspon- 
dent has just witnessed a victorious 
engagement for tho Turkish arms. 
Tbo battlo commenced with a forward 
movement of tbo Turkish division of 
Medjcd Pasha who commanded the 
Turkish right and Euad Pasha and 
Sabid Pasha, whoso division formed 
the centre and left. Tho advance by 
tho forces under Medjed was made in 
gallant stylo. Medjed and his men 
pushed their way to the villago of 
Karahassaukoi where tho signal to 
chargo was given and with a rush thoy 
were over the Russian entrenchments 
ou tho hill. Tho slaughter was terri- 
ble on tho Turkish side during this 
part of the engagement, but tho mon 
stood nobly. The Russians wore driven 
precipitately down tbo heights com- 
manding tho valley of Lorn with gteat 
loss. Meanwhile Sabid Pasha attacked 
Cascalisers, a lofty hill crowned by a 
three-gun Russian battery. It required 
a very brilliant dash to curry this 
difficult position, but it was successful- 
ly accomplished and the guns silonced 
and captured and the Russians killed 
or driven back iu hoadlong huste. Tbo 
attack, indeed, bad been successful at 
all points aud the troops shouted 
"Allah! Allah!" with a fiery enthu- 
siasm that told of their elation 
A general advance was now ordered 
and iu a short time tho bridge over the 
Loin was reached and tho Turks pass- 
ed unopposed to tho left bank. This 
victory has created the wildest enthu- 
siasm throughout tho whole army. 

Hfcadqiai ters of 13th Russian army 
corp.i Guy iwang, 30th Augdst. — Ou 
Tuesday G^c. Leon off, commanding 
this divuMJB, was reinforced by one 
regiment of infantry of the 35th divi- 
sion with severul field pieoos.

For two hours obstinate fighting en- 
sued. Tho enemy's artillery and infantry 
appearing in large numbers a surrender 
of the Russian position was now seen to 
bo ino\ liable. At 4 o'clock tho who'; 
lino suddenly retreated, Tho retreat i 
ranks made a stand at tho villago Karah- 
assakoi. Tho valley to tho right was 
swarming with Circassians, Tho 18th 
corps coming over tho hills took tho ro- 
torvo position. No furthor service was 
attempted beforo sunset. The fields sur- 
rounding lyandmssalioi were filled with 
black masses of tho Turkish army whoso 
proseuco promised a renewal of tho at- 
tack in tho morning. Thus tho oontest 



ends, the lurks partly victorious aud 
the Russians holding their ground. Cool 
judges estimate the odds against tho Rus- 
sians at to 1. Wo probably have 2000 in 
killed aud wounded. It is a grim con- 
solation that thoro is no living Russian 
within tho Turkish lines. 

Bucharest, Sept. 8;— Priooe Charles of 
Roumama has issued a manifesto to his 
troops announcing that ho ha3 been, ap- 
pointed to tho supreme command of tbo 
Russian and Roumanian armies bofore 
Plevna. Tho manifesto states that it is 
the duty of the Roumanian army to cross 
tho Dauubo and encounter tho Turks in 
their own territory becauso war was ap- 
proaching tho Roumanian frontier, nn.l 
if tho Turks wero victorious Roumania 
would suffer carnage and desolation. 

A special dated Poredin, Aug. '31st 
contains tho follow ing: Osman Pasha's 
attack on tho Russian positions at Pilisut 
and vicinity was ono of tho hardest 
fought battles of tho war.

EUROPE. 

St. Petebsbubo, Sept. 1. -The Russian 
government has sent to its ambassadors 
abroad a dispatch saying, besides several 
cases of Turkish barbarities already pub- 
lished tho troops on occupying tho bat- 
teries on Sohipka Pass found there heaps 
of heads belonging to Russian soldiers 
whoso mutilated bodies wero discovered 
iu tho neighborhood. 

Correspondents with tbo Russian armv 
Bays that during the struggle in Scbipka 
Pass not one wounded Russian who fell 
in the placo temporarily occupied by tho 
Turkish troops was found alive. Several 
of the bodies weie found with feet, hands, 
eyes, nosos and other parts cut oil' and 
their breasts slashed by yataghans. Tho 
heads had been carried into tho Turkish 
camp where thoy were found by tho Rus- 
sian troops after the occupation of the 
works. Tho contraction of tho muscles of 
tho torso of numbers showed the horriblo 
tortures of mutilaiiou lhatbad been inflict- 
ed while the victims worn alive. Ono body 
decapitated and otherwise mutilated was 
extended on a littor where it had boon 
placed when wounded and not far from it 
lay tho bodies of the two bttor-carriers.also 
decapitated, each of whom bore tho badgo 
of tho red cross. 

Chicago, Sept. 1— A Times London spe- 
cial says tho Turks are concentrating all 
uvailablo reinforcements iu Bulgaria. 
They have gained more strength by do- 
lay than tho Russians; unless tho Rus- 
sians hope to gain something by precipi- 
tating tho Servian army on the commu- 
nications of Osman Pasha their inactivity 
is unaccountable for they aro not relative- 
ly so strong now as after tho battle at 
Plevna. Their situation is a serious one. 
They oau extricate themselves only by 
good luck or by winning ono or moro bat- 
tles of most tremendous magnitude. It 
is believed that not merely tho do3tiov of 
the Turks but that of tho Russians "de- 
pends on tho next great battlo. 

CANADA. 
Toronto, Sept. 2 — A Lacrosse match 
for tho championship of tho world was 
played to-day between the Shamrocks of 
Montreal and tho Athletics of Toronto. 
Tho game was played according to tho 
English rules, the club having tho most 
gani03 at the end of two hours being de- 
clared tho winner. The match was won 
by the Shamrocks two to ono.

EUROPE. 

Eiueroujc — Monday. — Advices from 
Ears indicate that great operations are 
imminent and that the Turkish army is 
preparing to march on Aiexandropol. 

A special from Georny Studein says tho 
Emperor will present Gen.Raditzky with 
a sword set with diamonds for his defense 
of Scbipka Pass, Next week promises to 
bo a bloody one. Summer is going and 
decisive results become every day of more 
importance to tho Russians, for there aie 
indications not to be disregarded, finan- 
cial and political, whioh are against tho 
probabilty of continuance of war into an- 
other campaign, 

A Vienna dispatch says tbo report that 
Suleiman Pasha was aciing under impera- 
tive orders from Constantinople in press- 
ing the attack on the Russians in Scbipka 
Pass and emphatically denied hero re- 
ceives full credit in Constantinople for 
his earlier operations; but in renewing 
the attack over again ho is doomed to have 
not ouly make a useless sacrifice of excel- 
lent troops, but also to have acted con- 
trary to orders according to which opera- 
tions on that side were to have been in 
tho first instance merely a demonstration 
on a large scale to distract tho Russian 
forces. An order has been sent to Sulei- 
man Pasha to desist from bis attempts for 
t lie present and to follow in future more 
closely instructions received from Mehc- 
mot Ali Pasiia.
